As a point of information, the current head of Federal OSHA, Joe Dear, is from 
Washington State and while in Washington was the head of The Department of Labor & 
Industries which just recently adopted a rule that virtually bans smoking in the office 
environment unless smoking occurs in a separately ventilated area. 

The Washington State Restaurant Association has previously taken the position of 
supporting a total statewide smoking ban. However, our experience on local issues in 
Pierce and King County, the two most populated counties in Washington State, has 
shown that the rank & file member of the restaurant association opposes a statewide 
smoking ban and would support accommodating both the smoker and nonsmoker. 

Based upon our experience with the rank and file restaurant owners, as well as tavern 
owners, on local smoking restriction in Washington State and because of the recent 
action by the Washington State Department of Labor and Industries to ban smoking in 
the office environment, a comprehensive grassroots campaign effort should be developed 
targeting both the restaurants and tavern operators. Furthermore, the grassroots 
mobilization should also include bingo halls, card rooms, pool halls and bowling centers.
